This is o picture of our long distance business on a normal week day. It's a curve of 
"peaks and valleys," where the peak of business is between 9:00 and 11:00 in the morning. 
One-fifth of all toll calls are normally placed between those two hours. 


In order to complete our long distance calls on a "hold the line" basis, we must havt 
enough equipment and out-of-town lines to carry not the average but the peak 
load. 
On 
many days, this peak fluctuates, and our equipment at present just can't carry certain peak 
loads. 


When the long distance calls are more than the lines and switch'boards can handle, 
we record and release certain calls, such as those where the circuits are busy, or where it is 
necessary to go through a second town, or where directory service is necessary. During some 
forenoon hours, and occasionally in the afternoon, 
the long distance calls originated exceed 
our capacity. At these times, calls are recorded and released— 


e. So that the operators can give a reasonably prompt answer to others waiting to 
place calls. 


b. So that each coll, except urgent calls, will be placed in its proper turn to be com- 
pleted. 


c. So that you are advised of the estimated delay in order that you may have some 
idea when to expect your call to be- completed. 


Additional long distance equipment is on order to^ adequately handle peak loads 


without frequent delays. This, however takes time. 


Meanwhile, you may help b y — 


1. Avoiding the peak hours of 8:30-11:30 in the morning, if possible. 


2. Conserving operation time by supplying the number you are calling, and avoid 


r e q u e s t i n g the operator to try your call again before the quoted delay time has 
passed.

During the year there were born 
to residents of Morgan county 613 
children, 303 male and 310 female. 
Six pairs of twins were among the 
births. Five hundred and sixty-five 
children were bom in hospitals. 


There were 352 resident deaths, 
188 male and 164 female. The aver 
age age was 60 years. The death rate 
was 9.05. 


Heart disease was the leading 
cause of death, 109 having suc- 
cumbed to it. Apoplexy followed 
with 66, and malignant tumors 42.

Disabled Vets 
Should File For 
Higher Pensions 


Homer G. Bradney, administrator 
of the Illinois Veterans commission 
has advised Illinois veterans who 
have service-connected disabilities 
rated at 60 per cent or more to take 
immediate action to obtain the in- 
creased compensation they now are 
entitled to because of their depend- 
ents. 


Bradney warned that eligible vet- 
erans must file birth certificates of 
children, marriage records and proof 
of the dependency of parents. These 
documents must be filed before Dec 
1. If proof is filed prior to Dec. 1, the 
increased compensation will be ret- 
roactive to Sept. 1, otherwise only 
from the date proof is received by 
the Veterans Administration. 


The 
extra 
compensation 
was 
granted by the recent congress. The 
new law provides eligible veterans 
with 
increased 
compensation 
in 
varying amounts depending on the 
degree of disability and the number 
of dependents. 


Illinois veterans with 80 per cent 
or more disability ratings should sec 
their nearest IVC service officer im 
mediately to ascertain whether the 
necessary documents have been filed 
with the VA. In Morgan county the 
IVC office is located at 6-7 Morrison 
block, Jacksonville.

Washington, Sept, 25—(¿PI — An 
official close to the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities committee said to- 
day that its forthcoming report on 
atomic espionage "will shock 
the 
public." 


It will state, the official declared, 
that Presidents Roosevelt and Tru- 
man and Attorney General Tom C. 
Clark "had all the facts" on a Rus- 
sian spy ring that got atomic bomb 
secrets but did nothing about it. 


The official, who declined use of 
his name, said the report will assert 
that Mr. Roosevelt,' Mr. Truman and 
Clark knew that "Soviet agents in 
a complete professional spy ring, 
working with amateurs" successfully 
obtained American atomic secrets. 


It was a complete 
admission," 
the official said. 


Earlier, Rep. Vail (R-Ill.,) a mem- 
ber of the committee, said the re- 
jport will assert that some scientists 
working with the super-secret Man- 
hattan atomic bomb projects at the 
University of Chicago made attempts 
to steal atom secrets. 


He told reporters: "we are inclined 
to believe they were successful." 


Vail also said that 
a separate 
phase of the committee's atomic es- 
pionage inquiry—underway since mid 
June—had revealed that some atom- 
ic material had been stolen from the 
Manhattan project and
